LIBRARY  DRIVE  COMMENCES 


The  Avila  Library  fund  drive  — to 
raise  $1,750,000  for  a permanent 
structure  — was  launched  this  month 
when  volunteers  began  seeking  sup- 
port from  members  of  the  Kansas  City 
area  business  community.  In  its  60 
year  history,  Avila  has  sought  outside 
help  only  once  before  (for  the  Goppert 
Theatre-Borserine  Nurse  Education 
Centre  in  1963). 

According  to  Alfred  J.  Blasco, 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  general  chairman  of  this  second 
appeal,  ground  will  be  broken  for  the 
new  facility  in  1977,  and  construction 
is  estimated  at  twelve  months. 

Blasco  will  be  assisted  by  three 
vice-chairmen:  Ed  Thornhill,  president 
of  Klughartt-Thornhill  Machinery 
Company;  Ron  Bennett  of  Leo  Eisen- 
berg  and  Company;  and  G.  Robert 
Fisher  of  the  law  firm  of  Smith, 
Schwegler,  Swartzman  and  Winger. 

The  building  of  the  library  will 
mark  the  completion  of  the  college’s 
three-phase  master  plan  as  conceived 
by  the  late  Angus  McCallum,  archi- 
tect. Phase  I of  the  construction  (1963- 
1965)  on  the  50-acre  suburban  cam- 
pus included  the  administration  and 
the  academic  buildings.  Phase  II 
(1965-1970)  established  our  resident 
population  with  the  addition  of  resi- 
dence halls  and  the  student  centre. 
The  theatre/nurse  education  centre 


and  permanent  library  will  complete 
Phase  III  (1970-77)  of  the  award-win- 
ning plan. 

The  curent  library,  located  on  the 
lower  level  of  the  administration 
building,  Blasco  Hall,  was  built  to  ac- 
commodate a student  body  of  350  and 
has  been  outgrown  by  a 500%  in- 
crease in  enrollment. 

As  projections  into  the  1980’s  indi- 
cate enrollment  will  reach  2400,  in- 
cluding graduate  students  in  business 
and  education,  the  new  library  will  al- 
low for  growth  and  permit  continued 
accreditation  with  the  North  Central 
Association. 

Palmer  and  Kuehn,  architects  and 
associates  of  Angus  McCallum,  have 
designed  a functional  two-story  facili- 
ty of  approximately  60,000  square 
feet.  Located  on  the  campus  quadran- 
gle between  Foyle  and  O’Rielly  Halls, 
the  building  will  house  the  library  and 
the  media  learning  centre  on  its  upper 
level  and  accommodate  classrooms, 
academic  offices  and  conference  facil- 
ities on  its  lower  level.  An  art  gallery/ 
lounge  is  planned  for  the  foyer.  (See 
architects’  rendering.) 

Operated  solely  by  the  Develop- 
ment Department  at  Avila,  without 
outside  professional  help,  the  fund 
drive  will  continue  through  the  aca- 
demic year  and  will  include  alumni 
and  friends  of  the  college. 
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Avila  College  will  present  Waiting  for  Godot  by  Nobel  Prize  winner  Samuel  Beckett  in  the 
Actors  Laboratory  Theatre  November  16-21  at  8:00  p.m. 

On  Broadway,  Waiting  for  Godot  roused  audiences  to  demonstrations  of  enthusiasm  and 
anger.  The  play  shows  us  a world  peopled  with  the  shadows  of  existence.  Action  is 
blurred  and  infinite;  nothing  ends.  Time  expands  to  a point  of  “timelessness.”  Beckett 
uses  devices  of  vaudeville  and  popular  comedy  to  keep  the  “waiting”  constantly  alive. 

“This  production  of  ‘Godot’,”  says  director  Joe  Daubenas,  “stresses  the  positive  and  hope- 
ful values  of  existence  as  suggested  by  one  of  the  characters,  Vladimir.  When  speaking  of 
the  thieves  on  either  side  of  the  dying  Christ,  Vladimir  (Stephen  D.  Lee)  says  to  Estragon 
(Martin  Merrit)  ‘one  was  saved  and  that  is  a reasonable  percentage.’”  According  to  direc- 
tor Daubenas,  this  interpretation  Is  more  true  to  Beckett’s  intent  and  the  spirit  of  the  play 
than  is  the  pessimistic  vision  usually  presented. 

Mr.  Daubenas,  assistant  professor  of  theatre  at  Avila,  has  directed  such  plays  as:  Who’s 
Afraid  of  Virginia  Woolf,  Of  Mice  and  Men,  Ghosts,  and  other  modern  classics.  He  is  a 
member  of  Actors  Equity  Association,  Screen  Actors  Guild  and  the  American  Federation 
of  Television  and  Radio  Artists.
